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IN THE CLAIMS 

1. (currently amended) A wireless game controller for 

remote-controlling a prcdotcrmined Qlcctronic devic e game 

machine through wireless communication, the game controller 
comprising: 

a body; 

a plurality of internal components each utilizing electric 
power art — a — rat e — ef — power — conoumption to operate, the plurality 
of components being classified into at least a first group of 
components whose members each have a relatively high rate of 
power consumption and a second group of components whose members 
each have a relatively low rate of power consumption; a*id 

the first group of components including a vibration module 
for vibrating the body of the game controller; and 

at least two power supplies, one of the power supplies 
supplying electric power to only the first group of components, 
and another of the power supplies supplying electric power to 
the second group of components - 

2. (original) The game controller according to claim 1, 
wherein the one power supply supplying electric power to only 
the first group of components is an exchangeable battery. 

3. (original) The game controller according to claim 1, 
wherein the another power supply supplying electric power to the 
second group of components is an incorporated secondary battery. 

4. (original) The game controller according to claim 3, 
further comprising: 

a charge terminal for charging the secondary battery. 

5. (currently amended) A wireless game controller for 
remote -control ling a p-r-oHoh n -rmi nnH o1 nntronic dovicegame machine 
through wireless communication, the game controller comprising: 

a body ; 

a plurality of internal components each utilizing electric 
power to operate, the plurality of components being classified 
into at least a first group of components whose members each 
have a relatively low degree of functional importance and a 
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second group of components whose members each have a relatively 
high degree of functional importance; aRd 

the first group of components including a vibration module 
for vibrating the bodv of the game controller; and 

at least two power supplies, one of the power supplies 
supplying electric power to only the first group of components, 
and another of the power supplies supplying electric power to 
the second group of components. 

6. (original) The game controller according to claim 5, 
wherein the one power supply supplying electric power to only 
the first group of components is an exchangeable battery. 

7. (original) The game controller according to claim 5, 
wherein the another power supply supplying electric power to the 
second group of components is an incorporated secondary battery. 

8. (original) The game controller according to claim 7, 
further comprising: 

a charge terminal for charging the secondary battery. 

9. (currently amended) A wireless game controller for 

remote -control ling a prcdGtcrminod clQctroniG dcvicQ game 

machine through wireless communication, the game controller 

comprising : 

a bodv; 

a plurality of internal components each utilizing electric 
power at — a — rate — ef — power — conaumption to operate, the plurality 
of components being classified into at least a first group of 
components whose members each have a relatively high rate of 
power consumption and a relatively low degree of functional 
importance, and a second group of components whose members each 
have a relatively low rate of power consumption and a relatively 
high degree of functional importance; and 

the first group of components including a vibration module 
for vibrating the bodv of the game controller; and 

at least two power supplies, one of the power supplies 
supplying electric power to only the first group of components, 
and another of the power supplies supplying electric power to 
the second group of components. 
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10. (original) The game controller according to claim 9, 
wherein the one power supply supplying electric power to only 
the first group of components is an exchangeable battery. 

11. (original) The game controller according to claim 9, 
wherein the another power supply supplying electric power to the 
second group of components is an incorporated secondary battery. 

12. (original) The game controller according to claim 11, 
further comprising : 

a charge terminal for charging the secondary battery.
